Liberal candidate Katie 
Trombetta, 53, a former West 
Lincoln mayor, said she was 
pleased with the campaign. 
She had 12,808 votes. 

“I’m a little disappointed. 
We ran an excellent cam¬ 
paign. I had a great team 
around me,” she said. She 
had 26.21% of the vote finish¬ 
ing second. 

Trombetta said Hudak 
could have shown up more 
in his riding during the cam¬ 
paign rather than take his 
constituents for granted. 

The provincial results 
delighted her. 

“We have a Liberal win, so 
I feel like I've won,” she said. 

It’s four years until the next 
election. She said she’d be 
interested in running again 
“depending on what I'm 
doing then.” 

New Democratic candi¬ 
date Anthony Marco, 43, 
a Hamilton teacher, was 
watching the results to see 
if the NDP could move into 
second place. In 2007, the 
NDP received 14% of the vote 
in the riding. On Thursday, it 
stuck at 18.56% with 8,9,070. 

Green party candidate 
Meredith Cross had 1,372 
votes for fourth place.

“It’s been a hard-fought 
campaign, and although 
the result is not the one we 
wanted, we accept it,” Hudak 
told a sombre crowd of a few 
hundred at a brand new con¬ 
vention centre in Niagara Falls. 

“The people of Ontario 
have put Dalton McGuinty on 
a much shorter leash,” Hudak 

Just how difficult a general 
election campaign can be for a 
rookie leader with big expecta¬ 
tions is a painful lesson Hudak, 
like Dalton McGuinty before 
him, has now learned. 

Assuming his disappointed 
party allows him a second 
shot, he has four years to show 
how well he’s learned it. 

“It’s difficult for some¬ 
one to win their first time,” 
Jason Lietaer, Hudak’s direc¬ 
tor of communications said. 
“(Stephen) Harper, (Mike) 
Harris, (Jean) Chretien, (Bob) 
Rae — these are all leaders 
who lost their first time out” 

Hudak went into the 2011 
election season with every 
reason to be confident. 
McGuinty’s Liberals were 
scarred by eight years in office, 
a global recession, fat deficits 
and a habit of raising taxes 
after saying they wouldn’t. 

Front bench talent was 
bled away by ambition 
(Michael Bryant and George 
Smitherman), scandal (David 
Caplan) and retirement 
(Sandra Pupatello, Gerry 


Phillips, Monique Smith), and 
Hudak’s frequent charge the 
Liberals were "out of gas” had 
the ring of truth to it. 

The combination of 
McGuinty fatigue, HST anger 
and — increasingly — hydro 
outrage as the sales tax bite 
pushed already rising bills 
ever higher, gave Hudak a 
handsome lead in the run 
to the Sept. 6 launch of the 
campaign. 


But Tory good times stopped 
rolling even before the buses 
started. What looked like 
an opening for the PCs on a 
Liberal plan to offer a $10,000 
tax credit for hiring skilled 
immigrants, leaked when a 
Liberal conference call was 
secretly recorded by a Tory 
sympathizer, became in 
Hudak’s words "affirmative 
action for foreign workers.” 

The phrase was drummed 


into voters at every available 
opportunity by Hudak during 
the first week of the campaign, 
a relendess assault complete 
with ominous radio ads that 
had even sympathetic observ¬ 
ers shaking their heads. 

The Tories came to their 
senses on the first Saturday of 
the race, abruptly dropping 
"foreign workers” from their 
messaging, but the damage 
was done - especially in the 


sounded glib and negative. 
He was able to soften the tone 
in the leaders’ debate with a 
more measured approach, 
but it made litde difference to 

It's not all doom and gloom 
for the Tories, though, despite 
the bitter disappointment at 
a glorious opportunity now 
missed. They’ve added seats, 
and Hudak has spent some 
quality time with the voters of 
the province.

Thanksgiving weekend turns up the heat

ST. CATHARINES - How 
warm was it this weekend? 
The balmy Thanksgiving 
weather in St. Catharines 
may have set temperature 
records. 

But it's impossible to know 
for sure, as thea weather sta¬ 
tion at St. Catharines Airport 
stopped keeping track of 
highs and lows in 2000, said 
Rob Kuhn, a meteorologist 
with Environment Canada’s 
Ontario Storm Prediction 

“It’s unfortunate, because 
it’s possible it could be a 
record,” he said, noting St. 
Catharines hit a high of 
27“C Sunday. "This would 
be almost like an Indian 
summer.” 

Kuhn said Hamilton defi¬ 
nitely broke records on the 
holiday weekend. 

That city’s new record 
for Oct. 9 is 26.4°C, up 
from 25°C in 2003. On Oct. 
10, 2003 the record high in 


Hamilton was 23.5°C and 
the new record is 25°C, 
Kuhn said. 

The meteorologist said 
warm weather isn’t unusual 
for October, a month tra¬ 
ditionally marked by big 
swings in temperature. 

"Most Octobers will get a 
few days over 20°C,” he said. 
“The outlook for this month 
has been consistently 
warmer than average.” 

The mercury is expected 
to drop, though, as the week 
progresses and showers are 
possible later in the week. 

Kuhn expects to see day¬ 
time highs dip to the mid- 
to-upper teens this week, 
which is “near normal." 

The nights will start get¬ 
ting quite cold, he added. 

Kuhn said October's 
weather could be a barom¬ 
eter of what’s in store this 
winter. He said a La Nina 
weather effect is expected in 
the coming months, which 
could bring with it milder- 
than-normal temperatures 
and unsettled weather.

Clouds threaten 
McGuinty’s Sunshine 

I ooks like it will be “sunshine and 
-1—iapple pie” after all, since Dalton 
McGuinty's Liberals won Thursday's 
provincial election. 

"Sunshine and apple pie” was one of 
the clumsy phrases McGuinty used in the 
leaders' debate last week, when he said 
the economy hasn’t been sunshine and 
apple pie for the past few years. 

But his campaign pitched him as having 
handled the recession as well as can be 
expected. And it’s a message Ontarians 
bought Thursday. But they didn’t buy the 
Liberal message as much as they did in 
2007. 

In an election that was a referendum on 
the Liberal track record, Niagara's results 
mirrored the rest of Ontario. Voters are OK 
with four more years of Dalton McGuinty's 
leadership, but not as OK as they were 
four years ago. 

Niagara Falls Liberal MPP Kim Craitor 
held on, but his margin of victory was 
significantly reduced from 2007. 

Conservative Leader Tim Hudak’s 
win in Niagara West-Glanbrook was a 
foregone conclusion. Liberal veteran Jim 
Bradley’s hold on St Catharines is still 
solid. And in Welland, New Democrat 
Cindy Forster, a former Rose City mayor, 
inherited the seat owned for years by Peter 
Kormos and Mel Swart. 

Thursday night’s results mean 
McGuinty's Liberals will have to pay closer 
attention to communities like Niagara 
Falls. For years, they resisted calls for 
an investigator into the Niagara Health 
System, only to do it at the last minute 
what the community wanted. And they 
moved slowly to clean up the Niagara 
Parks Commission. 

McGuinty fended off a challenge from 
his rivals. But barely. 

Hudak’s Conservatives fumbled the 
ball just before the end zone. They had a 
healthy lead in opinion polls for the last 
year, but couldn't capi taliz e. 

They now have a few years to regroup. 
And if the Liberals don’t prove to be more 
responsive to communities like Niagara, 
McGuinty's sunshine might turn cloudy 
and his apple pie might crumble. 


H ave you ever been part 
of a formal meeting that 
followed meeting guidelines like 
Robert’s Rules of Order? 

We use strict rules at Town 
Council and at Regional Council 
to advance public business on 
your behalf. For example, our 
meetings follow specific agendas, 
and the “first order of business" 
is to approve that agenda. The 
Clerk keeps accurate meeting 
notes and we approve those 
“minutes” at the next meeting. 

A motion must be “moved” 
and “seconded” before we even 
discuss it. 

In addition, we use a 
committee system. Whatever 
a Committee decides is then 
“recommended” to Council 
for approval. But, Council 



can actually change that 
recommendation altogether, 
and, once approved by Council, a 
decision or action becomes final. 

We follow other rules as 
delineated in a "Procedural 

Well, a very interesting debate 
recently occurred at the Region 
that highlights the importance of 
knowing this process and these 
procedures. 

You see, during the Public 
Works Committee meeting 
on Sept. 27, we considered a 


staff report regarding a new 
development called "Cannery 
Park” on the former CanGro 
lands in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 
While a developer has upgraded 
a portion of the former operation 

cold-storage facility, he also 
wants to rezone the surrounding 
lands and build 238 homes. 

While supportive. Staff 
recommended continuation 
of an Ontario Municipal Board 
appeal so that the Region could 
negotiate a proportional cost¬ 
sharing agreement on behalf of 
taxpayers. This agreement would 
cover between $1.8 and $2.3 
million of costs to upgrade and 
widen the Regional Road and to 
direct home construction away

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A majority of the Committee 
disagreed and, wanting to 
“roll out the red carpet” and 
“speed-up” the process, voted 
down the recommendations. 
Then, after further debate, the 
Committee recommended to 
Council that Staff negotiate with 
the developer and have more 
information for our Oct. 18 
Committee meeting. 

On Oct. 6, Council debated the 
Committee’s recommendations; 
then, following a series of 
amendments and recorded votes, 
the majority of Council — and 
notably many of those who quite 
vocally wanted to give fast, carte 
blanche approval — postponed 
action on the entire matter "until 
Oct. 19.” 

But, since the deferral is to a 
day following the Public Works 
Committee meeting, we cannot 
actually deal with the matter until 
our Council meeting on Oct. 27. 

It’s unfortunate when the real 
issues — like the appropriateness 
of a development, or the 
mitigation of additional costs 
to taxpayers — are lost because 
of the misunderstanding and 
misuse of meeting procedures.

Housing market - the ‘engine that could’

T he local housing market is 
demonstrating remarkable 
resiliency despite the renewed 
slowdown in global economic 
activity experienced during the 
third quarter of this year. 

According to the MLS" 
sales reports of the Niagara 
Association of REALTORS" there 
were 57 single family unit sales 
in Pelham during the months of 
July, August and September 2011 
compared to 54 reported during 
the same time frame in 2010. 
Considering the volatility of the 
financial markets during the past 
three months this 5.5% increase 
in home sales certainly speaks 
to the strength of our housing 

The burst in activity during the

third quarter has gone a long way 
to stabilize the low performance 
results recorded in the second 
quarter. During the months of 
April, May and June this year 
Pelham house sales dropped 
by 20%, with 48 transactions 
reported compared to 60 in the 
second quarter of 2010. 

As of the end of June 2011 the 
year-to-date sales total for single 
family homes in Pelham was 
running 21% shy of last year. The 
year-to-date shortfall has now 


lessened to 12.6%. 

Across the Niagara Region 
overall home sales were up 12.6 
% during the third quarter, with 
1,438 homes changing hands 
compared to 1,277 last year, 
while year-to-date home sales are 
trailing last year by 4.2%. 

During the month of 
September there were 28 new 
listings placed on the market 
in Pelham - 28% fewer than the 
September 2010 total of 39 - 
suggesting that the last month’s 
listing growth trend may be 
subsiding. Overall, there have 
been 367 homes listed for sale in 
Pelham this year - up 7.6% from 
the total of 341 that were listed 
during the first nine months of 
2010. 

This month the 12 month 


average price in Pelham bounced 
back to $332,199 - just .4% below 
our previous peak of $333,703 
recorded in June 2011. The 
overall 12 month average price 
in Niagara has been hovering at 
$229,000 throughout the third 
quarter. 

Much like the “little engine 
that could” our local version of 
the Canadian housing market 
is demonstrating balanced 
conditions with relatively flat 
prices and a modest slowdown in 
sales volume heading into year-

Pretty much the rest of the time, he 
is Daniel Ventresca, Noted Zombie 
Expert He’s watched all the movies. 
Read all the books. Can easily cite 
details from Max Brook’s New York 
Times bestselling novel, The Zombie 
Survival Guide: Complete Protection 
from the Living Dead. 

He blogs about zombies, 
werewolves, vampires and assorted 
ghouls. 

And he's an active member of the 
Zombie Research Society, a group that 
studies zombies as a scientific reality. 

Its motto: What you don’t know, 
can eat you. 

Members, like Ventresca, are 
unified in supporting the society’s 
three foundational principles: 

1) A zombie is a biologically 
definable, animated being occupying 
a human corpse. 

2) The zombie pandemic is coming. 
It’s not a matter of if, but a matter of 
when. 

3) Enthusiastic debate about 
zombies is essential to the survival of 
the human race. 

So, on this day, Ventresca sits inside 
the Cafe on Main in Fonthill (aptly 
timed after the lunch crowd has left), 


and shares his enthusiasm for all 
things zombie. 

He’ll also be at the Pelham Public 
Library on Oct 11 along with fellow 
zombie enthusiast, Rebecca Larocque, 
the head of information services at 
the North Bay Public Library, to offer 
advice about preparing for a zombie 
apocalypse. 

"Zombies are fun in a way 
Ventresca. 

Zombies are believable. They are 
dangerously like us. And we only have 
to stretch our imaginations a litde to 
be convinced of their existence. 

“Zombies are two steps removed 
from being possible," he says. 

could infect a person, change their 
behaviour, and you’re almost there. 

Well, almost 

Admittedly, it's hard to get past that 
nasty brain eating habit 

Indeed. “The purists hate the brain 
thing,” says Ventresca. 

Back in 1968, director George 
Romero pretty much defined the 
classic zombie in Night of the Living 
Dead, a black-and-white film about 
a group of people hiding from 
bloodthirsty zombies in a farmhouse. 

Romero’s zombies were slow 
moving, low-level thinking creatures 
bent on eating human flesh. They 
didn’t talk. And the transition from 


Zombies started moving faster. 
Swarming better. It became less clear 
if they had to die first. Some 'turned' 
immediately after being infected. 

And there were different 
explanations. Solanum vfrus. Rage 
virus. Radiation. Rabies. Alien invasion. 

But regardless ofwhich theory you 
believe, it’s imperative to be prepared, 
says Ventresca. 

Here are some suggestions: 

■ Stay home and fortify. 
Depending on the scale of invasion, 
just stay at home. Make sure you have 


the basics for surviving days holed up 
in your house—water, food, batteries. 
This year, the U.S.-based Centers 
for Disease Control, issued the fact 
sheet, Preparedness 101: Zombie 
Apocalypse. For more information on 
surviving such an event (or any other 
emergency) visit www.btcdc.gov/ 
socialmedia/zombies_blog.asp 
■ Go high. Zombies are generally 
not good climbers, so if you remain 
in your house, go to the second floor. 
Don’t forget: "Take an axe and break 
up the stairs,” says Ventresca. 


■ If you face attack. If your best 
attempts to avoid zombies fail and 
you’re feeing imminent attack, keep 
this in mind. “You have to destroy 
their brain,” says Ventresca. 

Some might suggest that beheading 
is good enough. But that’s open for 
debate, andyoulikelydon’twantto 
find out the hard way.

Ringworm is a common name for fungal skin infections. These types of 
infections are also referred to as tinea. They affect approximately 10% to 
20% of the population. Ringworm appears as rings or round red patches 
with clear centers and red, scaly borders. Tinea can affect the scalp, 
nails, or skin. 

Management for superficial fungal infections involves some simple 
non-drug methods, and over-the-counter remedies in the form of sprays 
lotions and creams. Affected individuals should try to reduce moisture in 
the affected area. Loose-fitted clothing made of cotton or material that 
absorbs moisture should be worn. The skin should be dried completely 
before covering with clothing. If the infection involves the feet, flip 
flops should be worn with bare feet to prevent spread to others and 
reinfection. 

There are also many topical antifungal agents available. Examples 
include Canesten cream (clotrimazole), Nizoral shampoo (ketoconazole), 
and Monistat-Derm (miconazole), to name a few. Creams and solutions 
are useful because they can be rubbed into the area. Solutions work in 
hairy areas because they are easier to apply. Powders can serve as useful 
additions to creams and solutions. They are helpful when the infection 
is wet or oozing, or where a drying agent is needed. When applying the 
antifungal product it should be applied to the lesion as well as one to two 
inches around the lesion. The antifungal should also be used for one to 
two weeks after lesions clear to reduce the rate of recurrence. 

Patients who have diabetes, or those who are immunosuppressed may 
need prescription oral therapy. It is best for your doctor to assess theses 
fungal infections. Fungal infections of the nail are also resistant to over- 
the-counter treatment. 

There are some home remedies for treating nail fungus. Patients have 
tried applying Vies VapoRub and tea tree oil. There is not a lot of evidence 
to suggest the efficacy of these products for this condition, however some 
people may wish to try them before resorting to an oral medication. 

If you think you may be affected by a fungal infection there are a number 
of treatment options available. Most issues can be resolved with some 
persistence and the proper product. Please speak to your pharmacist 
about what option is best for you.

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■ ATHANKSGIVING REFLECTION: What are the features and qualities of grateful people? 

Gratitude is the heart’s memory

T he celebration of 
Thanksgiving in 
Canada makes an interesting 
counterpoint to the holiday 
celebrated by our American 
neighbours. While Americans 
remember the Pilgrims 
settling in the New World, 
Canadians give thanks for a 
successful harvest. 

At the heart of our 
Thanksgiving celebration is 
the idea of giving thanks for 
the goodness of the season 
past. And yet how often do we 
simply give thanks to God for 
who we are and what we have 
when things are going well in 
our lives? 

Thankfulness is much 
more than saying “Thank 
you” because we have to. 
Thankfulness is a way to 
experience the world, a 
way to perceive, a way to be 
surprised. Thankfulness is 
having open eyes and a short 
distance between the eyes 
and the heart. 

In the New Testament, 
so much of Jesus’ ministry 
took place at table. So many 


meals punctuate the New 
Testament — meals with Levi 
and his friends, meals with 
Simon the Pharisee, meals 
with crowds on the hillsides, 
meals with disciples, the 
ideal meals described in his 
parables. You can eat your 
way through the gospels. It 
is ultimately during the final 
meal that Jesus leaves us with 
his most precious gift in the 
Eucharist. 

What are the features and 
qualities of grateful people? 

Remembrance is the most 
precious feature of the virtue 
of gratitude. One of the most 
important qualities is the 
ability to say “thank you” to 
others and to take no one and 
nothing for granted. 

Those who possess the 
virtue of gratitude are truly 
rich. They not only know they 
have been blessed, but they 
continuously remember that 
all good things come from 
God. 

To acknowledge others, to 
say thank you, is a mark of 
greatness. If our colleagues 
and volunteers are dispirited 
and unmotivated, might it 
have something to do with 
the fact that we have never

expressed our gratitude to 
them for who they are and 
what they do? The courage 
to thank — that is, the 
courage to see the gifts and 
experiences of this world all 
together as a gift — changes 
not only the person who 
gains this insight. It also 
changes the environment, 
the world, and those who 
surround that person. 

Gratitude is creative. 
People bound together 
by gratitude are always 
discovering and awakening 
abundant sources of strength. 
The more thankful a person 
is, the richer he or she is 
within. Thankful people store 
up in their gratefhl memory 
all the good experiences of 
the past, just as the French 
proverb states: “Gratitude is 
the heart’s memory.” 

At this time of year I have 
often watched Babette’s Feast, 
one of my favourite movies 
about the transforming 
powers of a meal. It is a 
story of the opening of the 
hearts of a small, puritanical 
community on the coast of 
Norway by the generosity of 
a French refugee cook. The 
movie, directed by Gabriel 


Axel, received the Academy 
Award in 1986 for Best 
Foreign Film and is a faithful 
adaptation of Isak Dinesen’s 
1958 short story. 

Here is the plot. In 
19th-century Denmark, two 
adult sisters live in an isolated 
village with their father, 

who is the 
honoured 
pastor of 
a small 
Protestant 
church that 
is almost 

unto itself. 
Although 

presented 
with a real opportunity to 
leave the village, the sisters 
choose to stay with their 
father, to serve him and their 

After some years, a French 
woman refugee, Babette, 
arrives at their door, begs 
them to take her in, and 
commits herself to work for 
them as maid/housekeeper/ 
cook. She arrived with a note 
from a French singer who 
had passed through the area 



some time before, fallen in 
love with one of the sisters, 
but left disappointed. The 
note commends Babette 
to these “good people” and 
offhandedly mentions that 

During the intervening 
dozen years Babette cooks 
the meals the sisters are used 
to, plain to a fault. Butin 
the 12th year of her service 
to this family, Babette wins 
the French lottery, a prize of 
10,000 francs. 

At the same time, the 
sisters are planning a 
simple celebration of the 
100th anniversary of their 
father, the founder of their 
small Christian sect. They 
expect Babette to leave with 
her newfound wealth but, 
instead, she surprises them 
by offering to cook a meal for 
the anniversary. 

Although they are secretly 
concerned about what 
Babette, a Catholic and a 
foreigner, might do, the sisters 
allow her to go ahead. Babette 
uses just the tiniest opening, 
a modest celebration, to cook 
up a storm and wreak havoc 
in the lives of the sisters, and 
with their community, by 


such outrageous generosity. 

In the end, Babette's 
feast has some startling 
effects. The community 
becomes reconciled. 

Those at table experience 
the transformation and 
transcendence of the 
mundane, physical, and 
temporal dimensions of 
reality through the experience 
of a feast. The dinner guests 
encounter the divine and 
receive fulfilment through the 
physical act of eating. 

If you are seeking a 
wonderful way of digesting 
your Thanksgiving meal 
this year, I recommend you 
watch Babette’s Feast. It is a 
masterpiece that helps us to 
explore divine generosity with 
the image of a meal and its 
transforming quality. You will 
discover that the meal is only 
the scenery of this feast, not 
the script! May it be the same 
at our dining room tables this 
weekend. 

Happy Thanksgiving and 
bonappetit!

A chilly Niagara Food Festival

WELLAND - To step out 
for something to eat, dress 
warm and carry a umbrella 
— those were the ingredients 
to enjoying the Niagara Food 
Festival this year. 

The 18th edition of 
Niagara's Tastiest Party expe¬ 
rienced downpours, drizzle, 
cold winds, bone-cutting 
Niagara dampness and occa¬ 
sional sunshine. 

“You can't do anything 
about the weather,” festival 
chairman Peter Allen said 
Sunday as he stood in the 
shelter of the mobile culinary 
theatre's stage. 

In front, a full house 
crowded under the tent as the 
rain beat down and dripped 
off the tarp. They awaited the 
start of a cooking demonstra¬ 
tion by the festival’s honou¬ 
rary chairs Anna and Michael 

“We got a good festival off 


the ground," Allen said, listing 
a record number of vendors at 
more than 30, good bands and 
interesting cultural activities. 

“I’m proud of everyone. 
Our board who worked tire¬ 
lessly and our volunteers, who 
worked tirelessly,” he said. 

“We had a great night on 
Friday and last night there 
was a good turnout for the 
bands Figure Four and Static 
Black.” 

Allen said he has received 
compliments on the mix of 
entertainment on the main 
stage. 

The feedback from the 
vendors “has been positive 
despite the weather,” he said. 

The special contests - fire¬ 
fighters chili cookoff, apple 
pie, and cupcake wars - all 
went well. 

Allen had just finished 
announcing the winners of 
the cupcake wars at the culi¬ 
nary theatre. 

“This is our 18th event and 
every year we get a bit better 


with a bit more," he said. 

"It’s an outdoor festival 
so you will always have the 
weather to deal with. 

“Look at them out there,” 
he said pointing to the food 
area. “They're still coming 
with umbrellas, in rain suits 
and even with garbage bags 
over their heads.” 

Typically on Sunday, festi¬ 
val-goers are collecting dishes 
for Sunday dinner. 

All weekend, the weather 
played a game with the festi¬ 
val. During setup time early 
Friday afternoon, it let loose 
with a heavy downpour while 
a wind blew up East Main St. 
ripping plastic covers and 
sending tents tumbling in the 
street. 

However, by the opening 
ceremonies, skies cleared 
and the crowds built through 
the night turning it into a hill- 
scale party by the time the 
main bands hit the stage. 

For the first time, the festi¬ 
val operated under a change 


in the Ontario liquor laws. 
People could now carry beer 
and wine throughout the fes¬ 
tival site, allowing organizers 
to put beer and wine sales 
booths in different places. 

The area in front of the 
main stage remained set up 
for dancing and beer sales. 
However, there was the option 
to roam to the food vendor 

The vendors found their 
sales flowed with the weather 

“When the skies cleared 
and the wind eased we did 
very well,” said Marvel Lyttle 
in the Taste of the Tropics 
booth as he mixed cold fruit- 
filled smoothies. 

“Right now, it’s not so 
good," he said bundled up 
on a cool windy Saturday 
afternoon. 

The Brampton business did 
very well selling its specialty, 
a fruit-filled crepe. 

Customer Sharon Colon 
said “they were great, just 
like my grandmother used to 


yet another one. 

Comfort food such as pou- 
tine, fries, butterfly chips and 
sausages were popular. 

And people were looking 
for the unusual, such as deep- 
fried pickles and Kool-Aid as 
well as bison burger and wild 
game. 

Carol Dohn tried a 
kangeroo burger. 

"I like to find different kinds 
of food, that’s why I come,” 
she said. “You want the stuff 
you can’t normally get, and 
you get to know where those 
litde places are who have it.”
